COLLEGES AND NEW DRAFT 
By t lie forthcoming draft of youths ol 18 and 19 a sexeie blow < 
will be dealt to the liberal arts colleges and in lesser degrees to engineer- 
mg schools. The average college youth is 18 at some time in the course 
of hi.' freshman yeai and 19 in the sophomore year. 
The new draft will thus lilt out of the colleges all the able- 
bodied youth of the first two years at this semester1« end. 
This will j 
be due for the duration. Unhappily for the colleges, even for those with; 
large endowments, receipts from tuition, even though they do not nearly 
meet the cost of teaching the individual, constitute a heavy part ot the 


college budget. 
Under liberal regulations in the present draft, students well along 
in their c o u r s e s have been encouraged to complete them. 
The same 
has been the case with college graduates who are students in medical j 
, ehools. and with men who have completed two years or thereabouts in 
engineering schools and give promise of becoming specialists in their. 


11 nes. 
Tlie new draft sharply changes this picture. 
As concerns the 
liberal arts colleges, they will be losing the bulk of their student popula­ 
tion just at a time when there is a terrific shortage of teachers the coun- j 
try over. 
By the tens of thousands men and women have left the 
schools to enter the army and engage in war work. 
Young women in 
many instances have eagerly sacrificed hopes of tenure for higher pres­ 
ent wages. 
Some colleges under the draft may have to shut up shop unless j 
they get some sort of temporary subsidy, oi theii 
plants aie taken ^ 
over by the government as training schools ioi the aimed foices that ; 
will total upward of 9.000,000 men by the end ol 
1943.

REASON IN STUDYING 
ARITHMETIC 
Children, like adults, vary widely 
m their abilities to reason and ways 
of reasoning. Some children do very 
little reasoning in any school sub­ 
ject. Some others reason well in 
every subject but arithmetic. These 
children often are at 
sea 
when 
attempting to solve even a simple 
verbal problem. Why? Chiefly. I 
think because they have emotional 
disturbances and are poor readers. 
These children, even students in 
high school and college (facing a 
problem in mathematics or physics) 
are upset emotionally when they 
can’t read a problem rapidly and 
intelligently. They feel the time is 
passing and that they should a t­ 
tempt a solution quickly, especially 
when they are working in class 
with others who solve such prob­ 
lems with dispatch. Accustomed to 
hunv at school, the pupil or stu­ 
dent inclines to hurry when he is 
working at such problems at home. 
There is nothing more disastrous 
to good reasoning that the feeling 
of being crowded for time, particu­ 
larly when others in one’s 
work so much faster or 
teacher or paient 
urges 
h u rry . 
Haste Causes Mistakes 
Suppose you were a child of the 
fourth grade trying at home to 
solve a verbal problem in arith­ 
metic. Suppose then you felt you 
must hurry. Then you might not 
read 
(he problem 
carefully. 
You 
might begin solving it before read­ 
ing it. through or taking time to 
find out what it means. Indeed, you 
might just look from one group of 
figures among the words to another 
group of figures and guess that it 
is an add. subtract or “guzinto,” and 
take a chance at one of these opera­ 
tions. 
Now 
suppose 
your 
father 
or 
mother got angry at you and yelled 
at you when you did the wrong 
thing. Then you hardly would be 
able to think at all. 
Whether a child in the fourth 
grade faced with a verbal problem 
in arithmetic, or a college student 
with one in calculus, you need to 
take time to read reflectively, to 
see what it means and to recognize 
familiar items or principles it in­ 
volves. How can you do so when 
you feel jittery and confused? 
Calm Atmosphere 
The main thing for us parents 
to do in trying to help the child 
reason in arithmetic is to create 
for him a calm, comfortable, hope- 
lul atmosphere. This means that 
we ourselves must be very calm and 
serene. Sometimes, by asking a few 
questions we can lead the child to 
arrive at the solution, provided we 
act and speak with complete self- 
mastery. 
In case you find that your child 
reads very poorly when attacking 
a verbal problem in arithmetic, read 
or interpret it for him. Don't tell 
him you are amazed at his poor 
reading. After a day or so, induce 
him, over a period of weeks 
or 
months, to practice at easy reading 
in order to improve in his read­ 
ing skill.

6:17, I Peter 4:1-5, the Golden Text 
being Amos 5:24. “Let justice roll 
down as water, and righteousness 
as a mighty stream.' » 


“Happy art thou, O land, when 
thy king is the son of nobles, and 
th\ princes eat in due season, for 
strength, and not for drunkenness. ’ 
The book of Ecclesiastics, from 
which this quotation is taken, may 
have been written about 975 B. C 
T hat is a long time ago, but it is 
as true today as it was then. Happy, 
too, are our homes when all m em ­ 
bers 
therein 
eat 
and 
drink 
for 
strength to do their work, and not 
merely for the pleasure of eating 
and drinking more than they should. 
Amos prophesied about 790 to 785 
B. C , and in the following passage 
from his book he makes the Lord to 
say: 
“I hate, despise your feasts, and 
I will take no delight in your solemn 
assemblies. 
“Yea. though ye offer Me your 
burnt-offerings and meal-offenngs. 
I will not accept them; neither will 
I 
regard 
your peace-offerings of 
your fat beasts. 
“Take thou away from Me the 
noise of thy songs; for I will not 
hear the melody of thy viols. 
“But let justice roll down as wa­ 
ters, and righteousness as a mighty 
stream .” 
Isn’t that last a fine, sonorous 
line? 
It is one of those many lines 
in the Bible which should be r e ­ 
tailed when we are tempted, to help 
us to resist the temptation. 
Forms Not Acceptable 
As to the rest of the quotation, 
it m eans th at this some righteous­ 
ness is m o re -m u c h more—accent- 
able to our Maker than rituals, the 
forms of the church. 
They are 
necessary to conduct Sunday serv­ 
ice but thev are not what makes 
us good, Christian people, no m at­ 
ter how faithfully we perform them. 
We must be just and live righteous­ 
ly. 
“So then let us follow’ after things 
which make for peace, and things 
wherebv we mav edify one another. 
“Overthrow not for m eat’s sake 
the word of God. 
All things indeed 
are clean; howbeit it is evil for that 
m an that eateth with offence. 
“It is good not to pat flesh, nor 
to drink wine, nor to do anything 
whereby thy brother stumbleth.” 


Setting a good example to those 
about us is one of our most irn 
portant duties. 
Fathers and m oth­ 
ers should so live th at they can be 
proud to have their children do as 
they do. Older brothers and sisters 
can set good examples to the young­ 
er ones; friends can help one a n ­ 
other in this way. 
Does a young
